I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970 
as  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  accordance  with  his 
instructions  . 


The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  in  June  1970  was  11,550,  this  shows  a decrease  of  260 
from  the  estimate  for  1969 « 

The  number  of  births  was  180,  33  fewer  than  the 
previous  year,  and  there  were  143  deaths,  7 fewer  than  in  1969, 
but  1969  was  an  exceptional  year  with  above  average  birth  and 
death  rates  recorded. 

There  were  no  suicide  or  motor  accidents  recorded 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  there  is  only  1 death  in  the 
classification  ’All  Other  Accidents " o There  is  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  causes  by  an  increase  in 
measles  notifications,  and  a dysentery  outbreak  in  a day  nursery. 

Examination  of  the  statistics  does  not  reveal  any 
unexpected  trend  in  what  was  in  all  respects  an  average  year.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of  the  district 
during  the  year  1970* 

Many  of  the  policies  decided  in  the  previous  year 
have  been  implemented  in  1970 , and  there  is  a feeling  of  real 
progress  in  the  department « 

The  declaration  of  a General  Improvement  Area  under 
the  1969  Housing  Act  was  imminent  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
although  formal  reporting  of  this  will  be  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1971s  the  planning  and  negotiations  formed  a major  portion 
of  the  department’s  work  during  1970 . The  area  consists  of  137 
houses  which  in  the  main  are  owner/occupied,  and  the  enthusiasm 
for  the  scheme  shown  by  the  residents  has  been  a great  spur  to 
the  Council  * A residents  committee  has  been  formed  and  the  spirit 
of  co-operation  achieved  between  the  Council,  the  Council °s 
Consultants  and  the  residents  will  be  a major  factor  during 
implementation  of  the  area* 

In  conjunction  with  the  Improvement  Area,  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  rest  of  the  Guide  Lane  area  has  proceeded » 
During  the  year  two  slum  clearance  areas  have  been  inspected  and 
represented,  and  if  progress  continues  at  the  present  rate,  the 
Council’s  sium  clearance  problems  will  be  solved  in  the  next  five 
years  0 

Conversion  of  fireplaces  in  the  No»5  Smoke  Control 
Order  has  continued  during  the  year,  and  initial  inspection  in. 
respect  of  the  proposed  N006  area  carried  outo  It  is  encouraging, 
that  after  a four  year  gap  in  which  no  areas  were  declared  the 
Council  is  now  pursuing  a vigorous  policy o 

The  normal,  routine  work  of  the  department  has 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  I would  again  comment  on  the 
active  co-operation  that  the  department  has  received  from  the 
local  traders,  who  have  willingly  accepted  and  acted  on  suggestions 
made,  so  that  the  Council  has  achieved  its  objects  without  the 
use  of  legal  procedure  <> 
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Refuse  collection  services  have  operated  a seven 
day  cycle  and  1970  was  notable  for  the  fact  that  this  cycle  was 
maintained,  without  crisis,  throughout  the  year.  The  vehicle 
replacement  policy,  and  the  revised  bonus  scheme  have  paid  obvious 
dividends  o 


The  major  outstanding  problem  of  the  land  known 
as  Jackson's  Tip  still  requires  an  adequate  solution,  and  although 
sealing  of  the  land  has  continued  over  the  year,  progress  has 
not  been  as  rapid  as  I would  have  liked o 

2970  proved  to  be  a year  in  which  the  planning  of 
previous  years  started  to  become  reality,  and  although  the 
department  has  worked  hard  the  fact  that  positive  progress  was 
being  made  gave  a sense  of  purpose  to  our  efforts. 

I would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  and 
its  officers  for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year, 
and  take  this  opportunity  to  formally  express  my  appreciation 
to  Dr.  H,Io  Ashford  and  the  members  of  the  department  for  the 
help  they  have  given  and  the  loyalty  they  have  shown  during  the 
year.
